He had evidently thrown himself from 
the window during the early morning. 
His skull was crushed.

Hnghes, his physician,' said that he 
was tired of living and had killed him- 
self. 
He gave no .premonition of sui- 


cide during his illness. 
His brain was 


affected. 
He Buffered from profound 


nervous exhaustion, complicated with 
recurring kidney trouble. 
The late 


campaign undermined his health. 
The 


Post-Dispatch says he would not admit 
that he was failing, tut insisted on 
managing his paper from his bed-room. 
Wrapped in blankets, he received the 
reports of subordinates and 
issued 


orders. 
He was born in Ireland, and 


his first newspaper work was done in 
Cincinnati on the old Gazette, where 
ho served as shorthand reporter before 
the'war. 
He next served on the Cin- 


cinnati Commercial and was one of its 
army correspondents during the war. 
He was then employed by the Enquirer, 
and next took the managmgjeditorship 
of the Chicago Republican, succeeding 
Ohas. A. Dana. Prom Chicago he 
went to St. Louis, wherd the remainder 
of his life was spent.' He was distin- 
guished as the first man to invent the 
interview style of placing statements 
before the publia.

Jcftn Beed, for Fifteen Years Conncotec 


ith tli« Portsmouth Times, Dies in 


Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati papers yesterday 
con 


lined a notice of a veteran printer 
rohn Beed. He passd away at his | 


r«~^ , in Coviugton' Tuesday night. 
|Beed was for many years a resident of 
Portsmouth, and for about fifteen years 
,was connected with the _ office of the 
^oytsmonth Times, being foreman of 
the office the greater part of that time. 
•He first entered the office when Waiter 
Hood was editor of the paper and later 
was engaged as foreman by Hon. Jas. 
W. Newman, when -he' started the 
Times in 1861. He was in the office 
until 1871 or 1872, with the exception 
of two years, which he spent in the 
army. 
In 1872 he movad to Oovingfcon 


and has been connected with the Corn- 
mercial-Gazette and Commercial-Tri- 
bune the'greater part of the time since. 


Mr. Beed wns one of the best of the 


old-time printers, and was considered 
the finest hand-pressman that waa ever 
in Portsmouth. 
He married in this 


city and had four or five children.
